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STATEMENT OF DOYLE SIMPSON 


Today’s date is August 14, 1996, the time is now 2;22 P. M. The location is the Winona 
Police Department. The following is a voluntary statement from Doyle Simpson. This is a 
voluntary statement given to John Johnson, Investigator with the District Attorney’s office, 
and Mr. Jack Matthews, Investigator with the Highway Patrol. 

Johnson: Mr. Simpson, I want to direct your attention back to July 15,. 1996. That is on a 

Monday, prior to the murders at Tardy’s. I would like for you to tell me where your 380 
Automatic pistol was at 

Simpson: In my glove compartment. 

Johnson: Of your what model car? 

Simpson: ’80 Pontiac. 

Johnson: ’80 model Pontiac? 

Simpson: Yeah. 

Johnson: You use that car to back and forth to work in?

Matthews: Why would you have thought that somebody from IBP would have seen? 

Simpson: That side door. They keep the side door open and they can see my car. (Inaudible) 

Johnson: From IBP? IBP is on the north side of that building, Isn’t it? 

Simpson: No, You got a door right there.. You can see straight. You can see from my car 

straight on through the plant. 

Johnson: Let’s go back. At that point what did you do? Did you report that to anybody?

Johnson: O.K., but did you then take the gun out and shoot it to verify that it would shoot? 

Simpson: No, I didn’t shoot it then or nothing. I didn’t imtil the first of the year. 

Johnson: Somewhere around the first of the year you shot it? Where did you shoot it? 

Simpson: (Inaudible) my momma’s house. 

Johnson: What did you shoot at?

Johnson: Would you tell us why lied to myself. Jack Matthews, Wayne Miller, with the 

Highway Patrol, and told us that you bought that gun, that gun was given to you by a brother in 
New Orleans? Why did you tell us that? 

Simpson: Because Ike told me not to tell nobody where I got it from. 

Johnson: You told what? 

Simpson: Ike told me not to tell nobody. 

Johnson: Told who that? 

Simpson: Told me that. 

Johnson: Ike told you that. 

Matthews: When did he tell you that? 

Simpson: At the same time that I got it. 

Johnson: Alright, because Ike had told you not to say,something to anybody, you know that 

we are investigating a murder, four murders down here at Tardy Furniture Store, a place where 
you worked and knew the victims, and knowing this and asking for your cooperation, you were 
lying to us about where you got the gun? Would you please tell me why?

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Because I told you that I didn’t have anything to do with it and ya’ll kept 
me man. 

Well, we are only asking for the truth because you keep lying to us and we knew

interview that you called your brother or uncle in New Orleans and asked him to lie for you and 
say .... you wanted him to say that he had furnished you that gun, and you admitted that, didn’t 
you? Yes or No.

Johnson: Would you please tell us why you did that, too? Why are you going to all this 

trouble to lie to us after we have explained to you that this gun has been matched and made 
positive identification.

already explained that to you several times. Are you listening to me? What is your question 
now? How do you answer that? You are making a hand signal. I did not understand that.
